- Continued Ovation “Through 


The President Calis California 
“ Wonderland.” 


Spthe Valiey of Vines. 
Special to the GaAzeTTeE.| 

Fresno (Cal.), April 25. —The Pres- 
ident and party arose at 6 o’clock 
this morning, while the train was 
crossing the Tehachapi mountains on 
its way to the valley of the San Joa- 
quin, and had a splendid view of the 
celebrated railroad loop at that point. 
The first stopping place of the day was 
Bakersfield, where the party arrived 
at 9:30-0’clock. The train remained 
ten minutes. The President received 
a cordial welcome. He was introduced 
to the people by .Judge Conklin and 
wus about to respond when assailed 
by such a showcr of bouquets he was 
forced to seek shelter in hiscar. See- 
ing that the President did not fancy 
this treatment, the people desisted, 
whereupon the President again ad- 

vanced to the front of the car and ad- 
dressed the people as follows: 

“My friends’ I am very much 
obliged to you for your greeting and 
for these bouquets. You mustexcuse 
me if I seem a little shy on bouquets. 
I received one in my eye the other day 
which gave me a good deal of trouble. 
Your are very kind to meet us here so 
early this morning with this cordial 


~ -~demenstration...1t has been a very 


long journey and has been accom- 
panied with some fatigue of travel, 
but we feel this morning in this ex- 
hilirating air and with your kind 
greeting, as bright and more happy 
than when we left the pational capi- 
tal. Iam glad to feel that here on 
western edge of the continent, in this 
pacific State there is that same enthu- 
siaxtic lovefor the flag, that same ven- 
eration and respect. for. American in- 
stitutions, for the union and constitu- 
tion, that is found in he heart of 
the country. We are one people 
absolutely. We follow not men, but 
institutions.

General Garfield, when 
Lincoln was stricken down by the foul 
hand of the assassin, when that great 
wave of dismay and grief swept over 
the land, standing in the busy thor- 
onughfare of New York, could say: 
‘The Government at Washington still 
lives,’ It is dependent upon no man. 
It is lodged safely in the affections of 
the people, having its impreguablede- 
feuse and its assured perpetutity in 
their love and veneration and for 
law.”’ [Cheers.] 

Tulare was r2ached shortly after 10 
o’vlock, and the President and party, 
which.now included Governor Mark- 
ham, ex-Governor Perkins, Mr. Stump 
and Colgnel Crocker, received a regu- 
lar ovation. A national salute was 
fired, during which the party. was 
escorted to a gayly decorated stand, 
the base of which was a stump of a 
mammoth Redwood tree. This was 
surrounded by a guard of honor com- 
posed of local militia and the G. A. R. 
The President wus introduced by 
Governor Markham, and was greeted 
with -hearty cheers. He addressed 
the assemblage as follows: 

“My friends, this seems to be a 
very happy and smiling audience, and 
Iam sure the gladress which is in 
your hearts and in your faces does not 
depend at all upon the presence of this 
little y of strangers who tarry 
with you fora moment.

The Emperor 
summoned all the princes and crowned 
heads of the different German States 
to attend the fonera?, which will take 
place ou Thursday néxt and which 


will be attended by imposing military4! 


ceremonies, the body to be escorted in 
state from the Vor’ Moltke residente 
to the railroad station, whence it will 
be taken to Creisau for intarment. 

The ceremonies at Creisau will be 

quiet and without display, in accord- 
ance with the late count’s will.

last Legislature : 
CHAP. XCI. 


An Act to amend an Act to regulate 
the settlements of the estates de- 
ceased persons, approved Nov. 29, 
1861. 


The principal change isin section 
130 of the original Act, whereby cred- 
itors of estates are requi to ex- 
hibit claims within.four ‘months after 
the first publication of notice to pre- 
sent them. 

CHAP. XCII. 

An ‘Act to provide for the organiza- 
tion and government of irrigation and 
water storage districts, and to provide 
for the acquisition of water and otber 
property, and for the distribu- 
tion of watér thereby for irrigation 
purposes. } : 

The Act contains 51 sections, and 
is too long for publication, and as the 
tirst step to be taken is a petition to 
the Board of County Commissioners 
hy a majority of the tax payers desir- 
ing to provide for the irrigation of 
their own lands, the publication by 
the GazeTrTe is omitted. 


CHAP. XCIiI. 


An Act to reimburse certain coun; 
ties of this State for money expended 
by them on account of the special 
élection of Feb 11, 1889. 

Appropriates to the following named 
counties the sums mentioned, viz: 
Churcbill, $193 10; Douglas, $169 75; 
Humboldt, $324 80; Eureka, $162 55; 
Nye, $273 69; Elko, $745 03; White 
Pine, $212 90; Lincoln, $333 30; Lan- 
der, $862 70; total, $3,277 82. 

CHAP. XCV. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled an 
Act to amend an Act entitled “‘An 
Act to preserve wild game, and to re- 
peal all other Acts in relation there- 
to,”’ approved February 23, 1877; ap- 
proved March 6, 1879; approved March 
3, 1881. 

Secrion 1. Section 1 of said Act is 
hereby amended so aa to read as fol- 
lows: 

Section one. It shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons, at any time, 
to kill or injure, or to pursue with 
such intent, any sparrow, blue-bird, 
blue-jay, martin, throsh, mocking- 
bird, swallow, red-breast, cat-bird, 
wren, humming-bird or any song bird, 
except linnets, or to disturb the nest 
or eggs of said birds. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for an 
person at any time between the fif- 
teenth day of March of any year, and 
before the first day of September fol- 
lowing, to catch, kill, or destroy, or to 
pursue with such intent, any par- 
tride, pheasant, woodcock, or any 
wild goose, wood duck, teal, mallard, 
or other ducks, sand-hill crane, brant, 
swan, plover, curlew, snipe, grouse, 
robin, meadow lark or sharp-tailed 
grouse, and between the first day of 
January and the first day of August of 
the same year, tocatch, kill or destroy, 
or pursue with such intent, any sage 
cock, hen or chicken. 

Sec. 3. Section 4 of said Act is 
hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Section Tour. It shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons, between the 
first day of January of any year or be- 
fore the first day of September follow- 
ing, to catch kill or destroy, or to pur- 
sue with such intent, any quail. 

Sectiou four makes the violation a 
misdemeanor, and fixes the penalty 
and liquidated damages of $25 to the 
informer.
